11. PHjSOHAL BACKGROUNDS Mr. TSUJI was bom in October 1902, in the Emma 
district of lohikava Prefecture. He graduated from the Japanese Military Aoadeny 
In 192b. He completed Me studies at the Japanese War College in J.935, graduating 
with the highest class honors. Ills promotion to colonel came in 19b3 . Throughout 
his military career, ho held ouch . high posts as being a staff officer in the 
Kwantung Araqr in Kanchuria and being assigned to the General Staff Office in Tokyo. 
At the end of WW Ii-, he was the senior staff officer of the KGN Amy in Southeast 
Asia (Headquarters at Bangkok, Thailand). 

Vl2. At tho end of the var, he was cited a3 a ;*ar criminal by the British 
authorities* Upon learning this, he disappeared. During the next three years, he 
worked Ms way from Thailand through China to Japan. He remained under ground from 
19U8 to 1950* at which time, the prosecution of war criminals was discontinued. * 
From I9b5 to 1950, TSUJI wrote many books, mainly baaed on Ms military experiences.

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13. POLITICAL BACKGROUND: TSUJI has been elected as a member of the House of 

Roper as antativee three (3) times , since October 1952, fraa his district. In the 
first two elections, he cijd not plain a political party, but, in the March 1955 
elections, he entered as a Japan Democratic Party candidate* His views on national 
defense problems are rather outspokenly presented in his latest book, "The Next 
World War". The main views he advances are: 

a. Japan should, by its own will and judgement, decide upon the extent 
of the national defense effort, 

b. Japan should reject any interference cm national defense problems by 
foreign p<*rero,and 

c. Japan should remain sectoral as long as possible in the next war. The 
national defense plan should be "tailored" to fit this pattern. 

Hi. RELATIONS WITH RIGHTIST GROUPS: TSUJI has been sponsoring an association 

called "TOTTIH fcSNMEX* (federation of Self Defense in the Fair East). The latter 
was founded by the late Lt. Gen. Kanjl ISHIHiRA in 19tjO. It was originally 'called 
"TGA REtMEt" (Federation of Far East Nations). The organisation was opposed by 
Prime Minister Hideki TOJC. 

15. The present association claims to be nationalistic, rather than leftist or 
rightist. Due to Gen. ISidHARA’s popularity in Ishikawa Prefecture, TSUJI has used 
this association to foster his political ambitions. TSUJI is popular with the 
younger members of the Japanese Self Defense Force, but he is criticised by the more 
educated Japanese citizens as having eccentric and ultra -nationistic tendencies, 

16. POLITICAL IMFLPPXE: TSUJI has been easily elected each time to the Diet. 

He appeals tc young people, under-privileged fandliee, and female voters, who seem 
to feel he can aid them in furthuring their rights or privileges. However, not 
being baoked by bankers or industrialists, he lacks the finances to acquire any real 
stature in the Rational Japan Democratic Party.
